MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April l. 


—Further earthshocks were fear- 
ed by Managua today after anoth- 
er violent jolt at 9 p. m. last night 
again stirred the blazing ruins of 
the Nicaraguan capital, which waa 
almost wholly destroyed earlier by 
eleven distinct shocks, rolling up 
within the space of two minutes 
an estimated casualty liat of 1,100 
dead, 3,000 injured and rendering 
some 15,000 homeless. 


There are indications that the 


death roll may be doubled when 
the full extent of the catastrophe 


eomea known. 


AMERICANS DIE 


Many Americans were killed and 


Injured In the disaster, but the 


itities of only three of the fa- 


talities were known so far. They 
were Lieutenant-Commander Hugo 
Baske, U. S. N. Medical Corps; 
Mrs. 
J. D. Murray, of Concord, 


Mass., wife of a United States 
marine corps major, 
and Chief 


Quartermaster Clerk James E. 
Dickey. 


Property damage was roughly 


placed at between $30,000,000 and 
$40,000,000, but it increased hour- 
ly as the red flames continued to 
lick unabated through the dense 
smoke pall overhanging the city. 
The efforts of -Dynamiters to halt 
the conflagration proved of little 
avail. 


T The earthquake apparently was 
confined to ther city of Hanagua, 
where flames burst forth on the 
heels of the shocks and quickly 
completed the devastation of more 
than twenty blocks in the heart of 
ihe capital.

An undanuted group of surgeons 


and aides stuck to their posts in 
the lone hospital left standing and 
gave treatment to the most needy 
cases. Soldiers and sailors burned 
here from various posts, recovered 
scores of bodies as the flames 


roared and crackled around them, 
with continually collapsing walls 
further endangering the lives of 
rescuers. 


Moans and cries foT help were 


heard under the demolished heaps 
in various parts of the capital, but 
the smoke haze and darkness 
greatly hampered efforts to reach 
the buried victims. In addition a 
new tremor last night crashed 
down scores of already weakened 
walls and again panicked many of 
the natives. 


Unprecedented panic and piti- 


able scenes increased the horror 
precipitated by the earthquake. 
Men, women and children stormed 
madly through the rocking streets, 
screaming and praying loudly. Se- 
veral hundred persons, most of wo- 
men and children, were buried as 
the roof of the great market place 
in the center of the city crashed 
down. The popular public market 
was crowded with holy week buy- 
ers.
